slash the 194tt budget by $6,000,000,- 
000 . despite army-navy

that cutting their funds will en- 
danger the nation's security.

is made to take a $1,500,000,000.cut 
"the current and long-term mis- 
sions of the army, including those 
of Gen. MacArthur in Japan and 
Gen. McNarncy in Germany, will 
be Jeopardized.'

class, she is the go-gettingest fe- 
male since Cleopatra won her man 
and lost her empire. She is the 
twentieth century descendant of Ho- 
ratio Lager's poor but proud boot- 
black — but this little lady gets 
ahead by pluck, not luck. She can't 
save the banker's daughter from 
a runaway horse. The horses all 
run on tracks now. 


An ordinary stenographer 


she has enough socked away 
to 
make a down payment on a fur 
coat. 


How do they do it? 
Some housewives 
get 
clothes- 


gets 
about $40 a week in Manhattan. 
She's in the same wage bracket as 
a streetcleaner. A smart girl gets 
icrself classified as a private sec- 
retary, and that boosts her to $GO 
or more. 


The biggest mystery of money 
s how she manages to stretch it 
so far. 


Most stenographers fight 
their 
way home on subway or bus, stop- 
ping off at the grocer's for the 
things they need for their evening 
meal. They usually cook it them- 
selves. 


That would be a full day :for an 
average person. But .the stenog- 
rapher whips around tidying up the 
place before she steps out for the 
evening. 


As often as not it is to a concert,

New York Times said today that 
"at least three B-29's in operation-

said,

in daylight,«pn a stricken Super- 
fprtrcss." 
The crews, the 
Times 
said, 
were interned with other army and 
navy aviators at Tashkent in south 
central Russia in a camp that at 
one time held 131 Americans. 
The Times story was written by 
Sidney.Shalett of its, Washington I 
staff,; who said that "while the war 
lasted, it Was a 'top-secret' mat- 
ter and even now war and state 
department authorities are extre- 
mely reluctant to see it in print."

•Dispatches from London indicate 
that dollars from the 
American 
loan are running out fast, but with- 
rft out a very effective job of pump- 
priming. Coal is scarce, and that 
means shortage of power. Manpow- 
er is short. So is food. So is hous- 
ing. The war is over. But except 
for the absence of raids and cas-. 
ualties, Britain's lot does not seem 
much better. 
Many of her problems can't be 
avoided. A good portion of man- 
power is on military duty overseas. 
The food and housing shortage pre- 
vails throughout half the 
• world. 
These factors, like the weather, are 
not the exclusive fault of the La- 
£ bor government. 
British industry needs 
replace- 
ments for a lot of worn - out and 
obsolete machinery. Until it gets 
them and production and exports 
are increased, it is inevitable that 
Britons will exist under low living 
standards. And so long as 
those 
low standards prevail, there is lit- 
tle chance of top production. 
Some problems undoubtedly are 


of the government's own creation. 
But the point is not whether the 
Conservatives might have made 
the same mistakes. Rather, 
the 
tf point is that the Lataorites 
were 


supposed to be able to do an in- 
finitely better job. That is what the 
people expected 
and 
demanded 
when they turned out Mr. Church- 
ill and his party. 
Britain has simply 
exchanged 
wartime austerity living under the 
Conservatives for peacetime auster- 
ity living under the Socialists. Re- 
forms and comforts which enlisted 
the solid trade union support have- 
n't been forthcoming. Yet the Brit- 
ish arc a brave and patient peo- 
« pic. There appears to be no scnti- 
jf 
ment as yet for a change of govern- 
ment. Their apparent wish is to 
give their brand of socialism a fair 
trial. 
That test is being watched with

an explosion and fire; nine were 
killed in automobile accidents, two 
of which occurred at grade cross- 
ings; five were drowned and five 
died in air crashes.

—(UP)— Search parties clamber 
ed into a jungle-choked chasm this 
morning to evacuate the bodies of 
passengers and crew members of 
a Colombian DC-4 airliner 
that 
crashed into a mountain wall Sat- 
urday, killing 53, including at least 
eight Americans. 


The disaster was the worst in the 
history of commercial aviation. 
The four-engined plane, operated 
by the 
Colombian 
Avianca 
Air 
Line, exploded in a ball of flame 
when it crashed into 
the 
cloud- 
shrouded 10,500-foot Mt. Tablazo. 
Scars on the face of the sheer 


cliff showed that the plane struck 
200 yards from the top. The flam- 
ing wreckage plummeted 2,000 feet 
into a canyon .at the 
mountain's 
base. 


Burning gasoline turned the un- 
derbrush into a furneral pyre for 
the 53 victims. Heat reflected off 
the canyon walls was so intense 
that the first rescue 
parties 
to 
reach the scene from the nearby 
town of Subachoque were forced to 
wait 10 hours for the inferno to sub- 
side.

scattered amid pieces of wreckage 
for .almost a third of a mile along 
the canyon floor.
